H elp us bring these lifesaving, low-cost 
strategies to more children suffering 
in crisis situations around the world. 


One tool that has proven successful 
is a color-coded band we wrap around a 
child’s arm. The measurement, by color, 
reveals how malnourished the child is. 


Another ingenious, life-saving tool that 
community health workers use are red 
and white beads. By counting a child’s 
breaths and using the beads, they can 
diagnose pneumonia and immediately 
deliver the appropriate treatment. 


Also saving lives is a chart for pregnant 
women. It helps them communicate with 
health workers to monitor their 
pregnancy, plan their prenatal checkups, 
and schedule immunizations for their 
babies once they are born. 


A valuable tool that has worked for 
years to prevent 90 percent of bites 
from malaria-carrying mosquitoes is a 
bed net treated with insecticide.
